He  did  not  wish  to  be  saving  at 
the  spigot  and  wasting  at  the  bung  It  is  to 
be  feared  that  some  workers  are  satisfied 
with  merely  going  through  the  form  of  the 
service  without  being  concerned  or  stopping 
to  see  if  it  is  getting  results  This  is  motion 
that  is  entirely  lost. 

But  even  when  the  activity  is  dot  an  ent;o 
waste  of  energy  much  of  it  may  be  lost  mo¬ 
tion  by  not  using  our  minds  to  mc<-  if  s.  are 
obtainining  the  largest  results  for  the  labor 
spent.  There  will  be  many  opportunities  to 
observe  How  mapy  times  the  read  in  g  f 
the  Bible  in  church  is  lost  b.  .-au-..!  people  ar> 
coming  in  daring  the  reading.  Many  a  gov) 
sermon  is  thrown  away  because  the  preacher 
has  failed  to  get  the  attention  of  the  people 
How  much  more  is  wasted  because  there  h,i» 
been  inadequate  spiritual  preparation  No 
business  of  men  can  be  run  at  the  heavy  low* 
in  energy  that  our  churches  are  suffering 
Many  of  our  people  are  unprepared  for  the 
necessarily  brief  message  of  the  pastor  on 
missions  and  the  collection  for  benevolence  or 
educational  literature.  There  is  much  lost 
motion  in  the  pulpit  because  the  work  is  not 
supplemented  with  proper  reading  Kvery 
pastor  and  every  interested  church  member 
ought  in  his  mind  to  overhaul  the  whole 
church  machinery  to  see  why  we  arc  not  get 
ting  more  and  better  results 

But  the  other  caase  of  wasted  energy  the 
reason  why  many  are  beating  th  fair  is  that 
preacher  and  people  do  not  spend  enough 
time  and  energy  in  subduing  the  flesh  and 
keeping  their  bodies  under.  Panl  says  '  Every 
man  that  striveth  in  the  games  exercises  self 
control  in  all  things.  I  therefore  so  run  t* 
not  uncertainly  ;  so  fight  I  as  not  beating  the 
air.  But  I  buffet  my  body  and  bring  it  into 
bondage,  lest  by  any  means,  after  I  have 
preached  to  others,  I  myself  should  be  re 
jected.  The  ministry  and  the  message  may 
be  nullified  by  lack  of  self  control,  by  failure 
to  subdue  the  flesh.  And  that  not  simply 
because  the  word  is  discounted  b (y  the  out¬ 
ward  behavior  of  its  representatite,  but  be¬ 
cause  his  own  inermost  life  is  conkered  and 
he  cannot  proclaim  with  boldne*  what  he 
knows  to  be  true.  If  a  man  cannot  preach 
worthily  when  he  has  stuffed  his  stomach,  so 
he  destroys  gradually  his  ability  to  do  the 
best  spiritual  service  by  letting  th.  flesh  get 
the  upper  hand  of  him.  He  will  be  beating 
the  air  in  his  hardest  efforts  unless  he  buf¬ 
fets  his  body  and  keeps  it  under.  Lest  mo¬ 
tion  means  lost  soul  power  and  moat  likely 
lost  souls  somewhere.

Such 
tiainiiig  is  being  offered  in  our  colleges  and 
seminaries,  but  we  are  -not  placing  the  era 
phisis  on  the  college  and  seminary  work. 
The  great  reason  why  our  State  Board  work 
ers  must  put  forth  such  an  effort  to  raise 
State  Mission  money  is  because  we  have  not 
urged  upon  the  ministry  the  importune*  of 
a  thorough  education.  Even  some  leading 
workers  have  gone  to  the  extent  of  dis¬ 
couraging  denominational  education. 

The  Home  Board  and  the  foreign  Board 
see  the  importance  of  the  collegs  ami  acini n- 
ury.  The  Homo  Board  is  accommodating 
nearly  ti.000  students  in  denominational 
schools.  And  the  Foreign  Board  is  support 
ing  nearly  13,000.  ITalf  of  the  foreign  mis¬ 
sion  money  is  used  in  denominational  schools. 
While' the  Home  and  Foreign  Board*  pro¬ 
vide  for  18.000  students.  He  provide  for  onlr 
19,000  outside  of  the  mission  ficjila.  At  the 
same  time  there  are  53  times  os  m.iuv  churrh 
member*  outside  the  mission  tirlds  .is  on  it 
We  are  neglecting  the  most  important  part 
of  the  work  nt  the  home  base.  oOr  school*.
